Be safe, not sorry 


Revelers urged 
to use caution

As 1996 comes to a close, many area residents will gather to 
watch its final seconds tick away into 1997 at parties homes 
and halls alike. * 

Sadly, some of those pepper won’t make it home safely-— ‘if 
at all. They will become casualties in alcohol-related crashes. 

But it doesn’t have to be that way. 

“People that never drink all year long overindulge on New 
Year’s and get themselves in trouble,”’ said Jill Heuchert, the 
SAFE project coordinator for Chestnut Health i kag in 
Collinsville. ‘“Most people don’t realize how quickly they can be 
affected by alcohol. And when you're partying, you’re not 
always eying attention to how much you’re really consuming.” 

To. help make New Year’s Eve gatherings safer, Heuchert 
offers the following tips: 

Have non-alcoholic beverages available. 

If making an alcoholic punch, use a non-carbonated base. 
(Carbonation speeds up alcohol absorption.) 

Have someone tend bar so guests don’t over serve 
themselves. 

Serve plenty of food. High protein foods such 2s meat and 
cheese are digested slowly and help slow alcohol absorption. 

Avoid salty foods that stimulate thirst. 

Stop serving alcohol at least one hour before the end of the 
party. Wind down with alcohol-free drinks. 

Encourage guests who are drinking to assign a designated 
driver. 

If someone drinks too mach, call 2 cab or invite them to

take extra precautions against drunken drivers this year. 

Ryan suggests the use of a designated driver. 

“Don’t even think about getting behind the wheel if you’ve had 
too much to drink,’’ Ryan said. 

Even if you haven't 
been drinking, other drivers might be impaired.

Pontoon sees population growth

The total U.S. population is expected to be nearly 266.5 million 
as 1997 begins, according to the U.S. Census Bureau. 

The village of Pontoon Beach, which has grown by leaps and 
bounds in the past seven years, is doing what it can to boost 
that number. 

The village recently received notification of the results of a 

jal census taken last summer. Not surprisingly, the census 
hows the village has added nearly 1,200 residents since the 1930 
census was taken. 

‘The new count puts the village’s population at 5,203 as of Aug. 

e village had an official population of 4,013, 


‘The increase — the result of annexations and new building in 
the village — could result in more than $70,000 annually in 
additi revenue distributed on a per capita basis, like Motor 
Fuel Tax and state income tax funds. 

The special count conducted by the census bureau cost the 
village about $35,000. 

Nationwide, the Census Bureau is projecting a Jan. 1 popula- 


tion of 266,499,365. That is based on a projected 3.8 million 
births, 2.3 million deaths, net international migration of 809,000, 
and a'net return of 27,000 US. citizens living abroad — including 
armed forces — since Jan. 1, 19%. 

The projected Jan. 1 total is a 7.1 percent increase over the 
April 1, 1990 census total of 248,718, 291. 

‘Births and deaths are expected to remain at about the same 
levels in 1997, according to the Census Bureau’s Public Infor- 
mation office, resulting in a projected 2.4 million growth “in 
population during the year.

or those of us who 
adore Christmas 
and all its merry- 
making, taking 
down the decora- 
tions can be sort of de- 
pressing. It's like closing up 
the swimming pool or 
putting the boat away for 
the season. But it has to be 
done, and we have some 
tips on the subject to make 
things go a little easier. 


Make absolutely certain 
to check the tree carefully 
when removing all the 
lights and glitter. This i 
especially true with a fresh 
cut tree, which will ulti- 
mately be history. Small 
ornaments can be hidden 
and easily end up in the 
same place the tree does 
And the precious orna 
ment’s loss won't be dis- 
covered for another year. 


Carefully remove each 
string of lights from the 
fake your time, 
ially if the strings 
were wound a tad too tight. 
Light strings can be 
damaged by repeated 
tugging. 


Carefully coil up each 
string to prevent tangling. If 
you're thinking of putting 
them back into their 
original box, don't. It’s not 
necessary, and besides, if 
you could do it, you'd 
deserve our heartiest 
applause! 


Ornaments are another 
matter; they can and 
should be returned to their 
original boxes. If the boxes 
aren’t around, carefully 
wrap each one in news- 
paper or some other sub 
stance to protect it. 


If you used a tree removal 
bag earlier, you’re in luck 
Simply pull the bag up and 
over the tree before 
removing the stand. 


Didn't use a bag? You still 
can. Placing the bag over 
the tree from the top down 
can be done, but it'll 
require a little more effort. 


Be careful when removing | 


the tree from the stand 
Remember, the stand’s full
